the incumbent members of the school committee serving pursuant to this act shall cease to hold office, 
provided, however, that iu place thereof a school committee shall he elected under existing law in the year 
1997 and the members so elected shall take office on the first Monday in January, 199b. . 

SECTION 10 . This act shall not he amended nr repealed except by the vote of the people as provided in 
section H or by special act passed in conformance with art. 89 of the amendments to the constitution of the 
commonwealth. 
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
